Efforts Of 
3 May Make 
It Reality

Due in large measure to the efforts of three 
men, a two-year community college for Lower 
Bucks County may soon become a reality. 
Since 1959, the year Or. Charles S. Muschell, 
regional superintendent of Pennsbury Schools, came 
to Lower Bucks, he and James Smith, secretary of 
the Falls Township School board, and W. Russell 
Massey, local insurance man, have led the move 
to set up a community college in Lower Bucks. 
When they first got together, they shared a 
common belief: Bucks County needed a community 
college. 
After extensive research and the compilation 
of survey data, their belief became a certainty. 
The first part in the three-link chain was forged: 
belief. The second link — hard work — followed 
soon after. The third link yet remains: realization. 
First, a definition of terms. What is a com­ 
munity college? What are its unique characteristics? 
How does it differ from a junior college, a uni­ 
versity, an extension center? 
An extension center enables a college or uni­ 
versity to “farm out" its students for the freshman 
year. But these students take the identical courses 
they would take on the campus. After the first year 
at the extension center, the students go on to the 
main school for the next three or more years. 
Obviously then, the extension center’s curricu- 
lum is not geared to the needs of the community. 
Basic Concept 
The basic concept behind a university’s pro­ 
gram, as stated in the report of the President’s Com­ 
mission on Higher Education, is that intellectual 
power is the distinguishing mark of the educated 
person. 
“The primary aim of higher education is the 
development of the intellectual power," the report 
states. “Such an aim as adjustment to the environ­ 
ment is not merely secondary, it is wrong; it would 
prevent education from putting forth its noblest 
effort." 
A community college and a junior college have 
certain things in common: both are two • year

ROME (UPI)—The increasingly 
bitter ideological split between 
Russia and Red China burst an­ 
grily into the open today at the 
Italian Communist party congress 
here, with the Chinese fighting 
alone against Soviet bloc opjiosi- 
lion. 
“You are making this congress 
a forum for attacks on a broker­ 
ly party," Chinese delegate Chao 
Yi-ming complained to the 1,000 
delegates in the Mussolini-built 
World Fair Grounds.

Of Reserves, 
Guard Slated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. McNa­ 
mara today announced his plans 
to drastically reorganize the Ar­ 
my reserves and National Guard. 
The proposals, which already 
have overcome most congression­ 
al opposition, call for elimination 
of I,W)0 units and the creation of 
more than 1,000 new outfits in the 
700,000-man reserve and Guard 
forces. 
McNamara ordered changes to 
take place immediately in the or­ 
ganization 
of the 
300,000-man- 
strong Army reserves. 
The long-awaited plan, which 
will be completed next summer if 
all barriers are overcome, calls 
for re-aligning four reserve and 
four National Guard divisions into 
brigades. It also includes changes 
that would affect the two services 
as follows: 
—The 
Army 
reserves would 
eliminate 1,060 excess units and 
create 630 new units. The Penta­ 
gon said "after adjustments for 
the units which were called for but 
had not been organized, the net 
loss 
of 
Army 
reserve 
units 
is 393." 
—The National Guard would 
eliminate 802 and organize 386 
units. The Pentagon said after ad­ 
justment for 78 paper units, the 
net loss would be 338. 
"This reorganization is designed 
to increase the combat readiness 
of our reserve forces," McNa­ 
mara said. 
McNamara revealed that he 
plans two types of high-priority 
units, one to support regular Ar­ 
my forces and the other to take 
on separate combat missions. 
Six reserve divisions, probably 
with close to 1.500 men each, are 
to be organized into self-sufficient 
outfits to perform missions in the 
early stages of any war. 
The National Guard divisions 
scheduled for elimination are the 
34th. with headquarters at Des 
Moines. Iowa: the 35th. Kansas 
City, Mo.: the 43rd, Hartford, 
Conn.; and the 51st, Columbia 
S.C. 
Headquarters of the reserve di­ 
visions being reduced to brigades 
are the 79th. Upper Darby, Pa.; 
the 103rd at Des Moines, Iowa; 
the 94th. at Boston, Mass., and 
the 96th, at Helena. Mont. 
Under present planning, head­ 
quarters of the new Guard bri­ 
gades would be in Nebraska. Kan­ 
sas. 
Connecticut 
and 
Florida. 
Headquarters of the new reserve 
brigades will be in Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts. Montana and Min­ 
nesota. 
The Army said new brigade 
headquarters for the reserves 
would be established at Upper
